Governor; whether members pftho Commiasicn 
and staff wero Protestants; whether.tho nm 
bors of the Commission wers unable, or unwill 
to make use of the French languigo and refused 
to’ take the evidence of several Manritians he- 
cause they could only speak Fronoh; and, after 
other questions, what action Her Majasty’s 
Government intended tuking in the mattor. =~ 

Sir H. Holland—E havo reorived such a me- 
morial signed by teu inbabitants of Mauritius 
who appear to be Roman Catholios, but do not 
profess to have signod it on bohalf‘of the Roman 
Catholica of Mauritius.

The London and Chine Heprese of the 25th 
March writes :-—We believe the facts of the ra- 
tirement and aubseqnent. arrangement for. the 
Right Hon. Sir George Bowen, G.U.M.G.. tu 
resumy the Government of Ifongkong were as 
fullows:—Sir George, owing to ill-health ond 
private tamily arrangoment, found. he was com- 
pelled’ to intimate his retirement at-the expira- 
‘tion.of hig loave. Major-General Sir George 
Strahan wag theranpon appointed to the. Gover- 
norship of Hongkong. Owing to tho sad and 
sudden death, however, of Sir Goorgo Strahan, 
Bir George Bowon, who at that time was travel- 
ling in Italy was written to by the Secra- 
tary of States for the Colonies, who warmly 
proposed in most ‘complimentary terms that 
Sir George Bowen should resame his Governor: 
ship till the expiration of tho natural term, 
This ho still really held, a9 the. commission for 
Sir George Straban’s Governorship had not 
boen drawn up or signed. In these matters the 
new commission is always taken to cancel the 
previous one, which thereupon lapses, Sir 
George Bowen then consented—his health boing 
considerably rostored—his fondnos for tho 
colony and his desire to see completed the exten. 
sive ‘public works, consisting of the fortifica- 
tions, sanitation, &c.,, overcoming his privaty 
reasons for desiring to rowain at home. As we 
in our: last issue, his “passngo was 
booked per P. and Q., and he was to hava 
left daring the ensuing month for Hongkong, 
but in eonseqnonce of hig presence being 
osirad at the Colonisl Conference, whilst his 
mediog! advisors gave certificates that neither 
Sir George nor the members of his: family—all 
ot whom roturn to Hongkong—ought to arrive 
at the beginning of the hot season, his departure 
has been somewhat postponed.
